OF THE TELEPHONE 


Government Owns the Line—The Pat- 


rons Own Their Instru- 


ments. 


.Washington. .D. ,-C., Jan. 19.—(Spe- 


cial Correspondence.)—General tele-, 
phonic communication is a_overnment 
monopoly in France, says 
Consul- 


Skinner-at Marseille, in a report to1 
the Department o£ Commerce and La- 
bor. 
In the large cities "-telephones 


are not rented at so much per year 
as- in "America, but are obtained by 
application for connection and serv- 
ice for which a fixed, rental is paid, 
after which the subscriber pays the 
state for the wire used in making the 
connection and--finally purchases the 
instrument- itself.

cannot, however, be adapted to the 
public Service unless it is of a type 
approved by the state and bears the 
government stamp.

Lighting—Tru« Nature of a Public 


i Franchise.

•Some things arc so essentially ot n 


governmental nature that It -would be 
fatuous to ^consider them, from the 
standpoint 
of 
private 
ownership. 


Among these nre the collection of'cus- 
toms, the maintenance nud direction of 
the army and navy and the police pow- 
er. In others it is the cud ratlier than 
the 'means that should be sought, and 
municipal and private ownership ate 
oftea on equal terms without the viola-' 
tlon of any economic principle. 


The maintenance of public highways 


and sewers Is usually 'a public .func- 
tion, but the country abounds in exam- 
ples, every whit as satisfactory, of pri- 
yate ownership and operation. 
With 


•water the importance to the communi- 
ty lies not in. Us ownership, whether 
public or private, but.rather in its qual- 
ity, quantity and.price. Many of the 
most satisfactory waterworks of this 
country and Europe are owned prl- 
yately. 


Beyond these there Is a class of pub- 


lic utilities which experience has shown 
should lie exclusively within the domain 
bf private enterprise. The telegraph, tel- 
ephone, transportation, gas and electric 
lignt undertakings offer examples. The 
ownership of' these, by the community 
Js advocated by some on the gi-ound, 
that they are necessities of'modern 
life, by others because they partake of 
the nature of monopoly. It does not 
appear that either is-.-a sufficient rea- 
son. These are facilities and conven- 
iences, not necessities. The latter con- 
sist of simple dwellings, food, rnlmeat 
and means of warmth' In winter. If 
our necessities are'to' be' municipalized, 
•we should begin with the butcher, gro- 
cer, baker and coal dealer, whose per- 
centage of profits far exceeds that of 
any of tho corporations in the so called 
public service. 


Monopoly—regulated monopoly — la 


not necessarily opposed to. the public 
interest It is advantageous to-all to 
have one telephone system, that from 
one point all may be conveniently 
reached; to have one street cnr sys- 
tem with universal • transfers, making 
unnecessary any relation between ouc's 
home and place of work; to. have a 
single gas or electric light works, pre- 
venting tho -waste of small plants and 
organizations and securing'by the lar- 
ger development' increased reliability 
and improved quality in the service. 


A franchise merely permits a public 


service corporation to share with oth- 
ers the usS of the streets for the de- 
livery to Its customers of the commod- 
ity It supplies—a -right that is enjoy- 
ed by every other Industry. The dif- 
ference Is merely ouo ot method. Were 
electricity delivered in storage bat- 
teries and gas in tanks—conceivable 
•trays—no franchise would be required. 
Instead of using iorses' and wagons, 
which blockade-the streets and make 
street cleaning n problem, deliveries 
are made beneath, the surface without 
dirt, noise or other, objectionable fea- 
tures. 


It is through the exercise. of this 


right that we hear of the confiscation 
of public property. Yet the public has 
not parted with Its title to tho streets 
nor its right to occupy ,thero for any 
-purpose or In any manner it may de- 
sire. It has simply, permitted a'serv- 
ice company to become a tenant- for 
•which, in -the form of franchise and i 
other taxes, the company pays'a high 
rent 
Substantially the city is the 


landlord, 'possessing the power of arbi- 
trarily determining. - In the 
form of 


those taxes, what rent it shall receive. 
And this rent lessens proportionately 
the individual taxation.—Jloody's Mag- 
azine. 


REVERSED BY THE PEOPLE. 


Typical Case of City Bookk««ping. 


' The authorities of Lakewood, . 0., 
have charged the city $50 a year for the 
street lights supplied by the municipal 
plant. After looking at their tax bills 
some of the citizens came to the con- 
clusion that this sum did not represent 
all the cost and called In a firm of ox- 
pert accountants, who ascertained that 
the actual annual cost per arc b;id 
been $120.30 for the seven years tha 
plant had boon1.in operation, although 
the lights had.been rim on tlie moon- 
light schedule.

pany offers, all-night service for less 
than half that amount, the experiment

-the lighting committee.

These employees struck, 
expecting popular support. which was 
not forthcoming. • Their places were 
promptly filled,' arbitration was re- 
fused, and the new meu were retained 
when the strike was over. •

, English Voters Call a Halt as to Mu- 
j,-" 
nicipal Ownership. 


The most dramatic inchleut In the 


history of municipal .government oc- 
curred ou Nov. 1, when the greatest 
city In the world reversed its policy 
in regard to municip.il ownership by 
au overwhelming vote. 
For several 


years the "Progressives," as tho munic- 
ipal ownership party called itself, have 
controlled tlie London county coun- 
cil, wliich lias charge of ir.ost matters 
affecting tho city us a whole, and of 
seventeen of tho twenty-eight borough 
councils, which do:i! with local matters, 
one borough being nonpartisan. Al'tcr 
the borough council'election on Nov. 1 
this party was loft In control of but 
*wo .boroughs, having elected with their 
allies, tlie so culled "Laborites," onlj' 
202 councilmen out of 1.3G1 That li 
was a popular nud not :\ class victory 
is shown by the fact that tho "Pro- 
gressive's" were beaten worst In the 
boroughs where the heaviest vote was 
cast. 


Such a political upheaval must have 


an adequate cause, and the cause In 
the caso was the rapid increase in 
taxes, and consequently rents, whlct 
resulted 'from tlie taking over by the 
city or Its boroughs ot tramways, elec- 
tric lighting, waterworks, -etc., 
the 


building of luxurious public baths and 
other expenditures of public money out 
of all'proportion to the results-attain- 
ed. This lavlslmess had raised the bor- 
ough'tux rnte In the boroughs control- 
led by the "Progressives" 40 per'cent 
above the. rnte la the other boroughs. 
A few examples of the losses Incurred' 
may be of interest 


In Islington the street lighting costs 


nearly three times as much per mile 
as In" the boroughs\liglited by private 
companies. Iu St. Tapcras tlie cost. Is 
nearly as high, while "in ;Woolwich, Iu 
spl'te of the high cost, .the loss .for the 
current year, is expected to reach. ?50,r 
000. 
' In Berruonrtsoy and Southward 


the councils have refused an offer from 
a private company .to light the streets 
at. half the cost'under municipal man- 
agement. 
The same condition exists 


in commercial lighting, for the Aerated 
Bread company, found-that the bills for 
Its depots in municipally lighted 'bor- 
oughs were 110 per cent higher than 
the rate paid to private co:up:uilos. 


In Shoreditch the palatial public 


baths, built within a stone's throw of 
baths erected by a local philanthropist, 
are now closed for lack .of custom, 
though interest must still be paid on 
the investment ami the borough •' has 
lost the taxes previously paid by the 
.property. 
And .in Poplar each bath 


taken in the public baths costs the tax- 
payers 20 cents in addition to what 
the bather pays for his ticket. ' 
' • 


Iu this borough cases wore proved 


iu which outdoor relief was given to 
families caruing ?3CO a year, equiva- 
lent to SSSO in this country.'while the 
fare In the workhouse was better than 
could .bo afforded by the average Inde- 
pendent wage earner. 


Examples of this sort could be multi- 


plied Indefinitely, and the same condi- 
tions exist in the work carried on by 
the London county council, which, for^ 
example, Is paying 47 per cent more 
for inferior brickwork than the stand- 
ard contract price for the1 best worl;. 
The failure of Its municipal ferry is 
typical of its waste of public money, 
and the county council olcctlon'to be 
held next spring-is expected to-result 
similarly .to the borough council elec- 
tion. 
' 


The Pall Mall Gazette sums the sit- 


uation up by saying: 


"You 
may confiscate capital, but you 


cannot confiscate that mighty force'ot' 
self .Interest which belongs to tho great 
generating' station of all human ac- 
tivity. 
Municipal trading, conducted 


by amateurs and financed out of an 
open and bottomless pocket, can never 
be"more than a weak and false imlta-^ 
tlon of real commerce and 
- Industry. 


If the.city council collected- its capital 
by the Issue of prospectuses to the 
public, who would Invest a sovereign- 
on the faith of Its promises or the rep- 
utation of Its directing committees? 
And if the ratepayer. Is wise he will 
take care that his money docs not flud 
its way by compulsion Into specula- 
tions where he most assuredly would 
never place it by choice."
